THE MURDERER ESCAPES 





Negroes Claim Exclusive Right 
to Fish in Water Near 
Pittsburg Lake. 





In a Fourth of July nght with a ne- 
gro who disputed his right to fish in a 
slough near Pittsburg Lake, East St. 
Louis, Rudolph Reichel of 3109 North 
Spring avenue, St. Louis, was stabbed 
to death at 6 a. m. Saturday. The 
negro escaped. 

Reichel had been fishing all night on 
the premises adjoining James Moore's 
Lake Bridge house. Negroes are not 
allowed to fish in this part of the lake. 

Moore’s slough is on the south side 
ot the Belleville Rock road. On the 
north side, on Adolph Pey’s land, ne- 
groes are allowed to fish. Eight ne- 
groes, two of them women, were fish- 
ing there when Reichel, tired of his 
poor luck on the other side of the road, 
crossed to Pey’s premises scme time 
after daylight. 

Exclusive Fishing Ground. 

The negroes consider the Pey slough 
as their exclusive fishing place, and 
white men rarely venture there. So it 
was that Reichel was angrily accosted 
by the fishermen, and was told to go 
back across the read.. 

Philip Long, who was fishing on 
Moore’s land, heard yells and angry 
shouts, arid, crossing the road, saw a 
large and black negro stabbing Reichel. 
The scene of the fight was across the 
water, and Long called Moore, who was 
just opening his saloon a short distance 
away. 

The two got into a boat and rowed 
to where Reichel was lying. They found 
him dead, The negro watnot.in sight, 
and the other negroes were some dis- 
tance away. 

Deputy Sheriff Goetz was called and 
All denied 
knowing Reichel’s slayer, or even know- 
ing what the fatal fight was about. 
They were locked up, to be held as wit- 
nesses. 


Body Badly Slashed. 


Reichel’s body, with deep wounds in 
the back, head and breast, was taken 
to the Degan-Doussard morgue. He wags 
a member of Carpenters’ Union No. 1596, 
and had a wife and five children, four 
of whom lived at home. 

The fugitive negro is described as be- 
ing apparently of pure negro blood, 
wearing a brown cap, light shirt and 
dark trousers, but without a coat. He 
fled in the direction of the river.

The first is the decoy letter sent to 
the Wiison house. It was mailed on 
June 23, at 1 a. m., from a station in 
West Philadelphia. It was typewritten 
on a letterhead bearing the firm name 
of Peter Schemme & Son., and tells Dr. 
Wilson that the firm is sending him a 
few physicians’ samples of a new ale, 
with the request that if the doctor found 
the samples to his liking and could con- 
scientiously recommend the ale to his 
patients and friends, he would fill out 
and return an enclosed blank. The let- 
ter bore the signature of “Peter Schem- 
me & Sons,’’ And there was a post- 
script: ‘All ale should be kept cool 
and in a vertical position a few hours 
before using.”’ 


Letter Tells of Vengeance Plot. 


The bottle of poisoned ale was sent 
to Dr. Wilson on Friday, June 2, 
and was drunk by him on that night. 

On the following day and before the 
pubic knew anything about the case 
other than that Dr. Wilson had died 
mysteriously after drinking a bottle of 
ale; an anonymous letter was mailed to 
Coroner Jermon from Bristol, Pa., by 
the man who sent the poison. 

This letter was posted at 
and reads, in part: 

“IT want to write you regarding the 
death of William.H. Wilson. This per- 
son Was a malpractitioner and in some 
way induced my wife, without my 
knowledge, to become his patient. As a 
result of his treatment she died a few 
weeks ago. To protect her name I did 
not give all the facts to my physician 
and she was buried with another cause 
of death being assigned. 

“To rid the community of the whole- 
sale Killer, I have removed him as I 
would a weed in the garden. 

“Now that this service to the com- 
munity is rendered and the death of 
my dear wife avenged, I am. going to 
quit this part of the world. 

“This letter is true in every detail, 
and to prove that I am the person who 
attended to the matter, I will tell you 
that the ale contiined cyanide and that 
there were two seals with the letter 
‘S’ on the neck of the bottle. I had no 
selfish motive in the matter. By the 
time you get this on Monday morning, 
[ will be far away from home. 

“Yours very truly, 
“AN OUTRAGED 

FATHER.” 


Writes Second Letter. 

Following this letter is one mailed on 
June 3 at 9 a. m. at Back Bay station, 
Boston, also addressed to the Coroner. 
In it the writer says: 

‘‘In my last letter regarding Dr. Wil- 
son, I forgot to tell you to give the 
matter to the newspapers, as it might 
be well to let the public .know that 
there are some people \who/ regard this 
sort of thing in its true light; murder of 
the most cowardly sort.” 

The letter bears the same elaine 

as the first. That the tetters were 
mailed by the man who sent the poison 
to Dr. Wilson seems to be beyond doubt, 
for none of the points mentioned had 
been made public at the time this letter 
Was received and nothing at all was 
known of the case when the first létter 
was mailed from Bristol, Pa. 
The police say that the man for whom 
they are looking is probably on the 
high seas, bound for England, and they 
have sent a description of him to Scot- 
jland Yard.

CHICAGO, July 4—Ten monster bal- 
loons, weather permitting, will start late 
this afternoon on a ‘‘Chicage-to-ocean”’ 
race under the direction of the Chicago 
Aeronautique Club. Although clouds 
hung low in the sky early in the day, 
showers threatened, preparations for the 
event proceeded, the aeronauts pinning 
their faith to the official forecast of a 
fair afternoon. The 10 immense gas bags 
had all been carted early in the day to 
the grounds officially known as Aero 
Park, at Sixty-seventh street and South 
Park avenue, ready for the process of 
inflatson.

DISEASE GIVES THEORY 


-——_ 


The Rev. Zed Lb. Copp Intends 
to Ask the Government 
to Experiment. 








WASHINGTON, July 4.—The Rev. Zed. 
D. Copp, probation officer of the Juven- 
ile Court, believes he has discovered a 
solution of the race ptoblem, such as 
not even scientists who have deeply gone 
into the matter have thus far been able 
to work out. His theory is that a cer- 
tain disease which afflicts negroes, turn- 
ing their skin white, is caused by a 
bacillus, and he believes that by isolat. 
ing the germ and inoculating negroes 
with the serum he may be enabled to 
turn the entire race white. 

Mr. Copp says he has observed three 
cases in which the skin of negroes is 
turning white. He has been keeping 
track of these cases, visiting the pa- 
tients weekly and making notes as to 
pathological conditions. He describes his 
theory in the following statement: 

“T have been studying this matter for 
some time, and believe that the solu- 
tion of the negro problem may lie con- 
cealed in this disease which turns the 
black man’s skin white. I propose to 
continue*my investigations and I will 
shortly ask for governmental aid ‘n ap- 
-propriations. 

Negro Turning White. 

“In one of the cases under observa- 
tion the skin of the patient, not only on 
the face, but on the body as well, is 
gradually turning white. The skin re- 
mains healthy during the peculiar dis- 
ease. In one of the other cases the 
face only is a:iected. Still another case 
will need more investigation before I 
can speak rie we genkgy A on it. 


“T have decided to make a formal re- 
quest upon the Department of Agricul- 


ture for an expert bacteriologist to as-- 


sist me in my researches. I think there 
is a strong possibility that the disease 
may be caused by a germ and I prgpose 
to endeavor to have this germ isolated. 

“If we can prove that the whitening of 
negroes’ skins in reference cases is 


caused by a bacillus, it would be pos- 


sible to cultivate that bacillus and in- 
oculate the negro race with it. Of 
course, this opens up another train of 
thought. 


Scientific Problems, 

“Supposing it were possible to inocu- 
late a negro with the germ, and suppos- 
ing that his skin did turn white, would 
his children be black or white? This.is 
fii phase of the question which would 
have to be given careful consideration, 
for the remedy which I suggest would 
be futile if it did not result in a perma- 


nent whitening of the skins of the negro 
race. .° 

“I am perfectly serious about this 
matter. am convinced the negro 
problem is coming more to the front 
every year. What I am doing may 
come to naught, but I find a satisfaction 
in this investigation because I feel that 
there is a strong possibility that some- 
thing permanent and good may result 
from it.”’

| William Bresnehan, Slain by 


Former Friend, Clutches 
Mute Evidence. 





TELLS FRIEND OF DEEDS 





“?’m Going to ‘Light.Out’ for 
Chicago,” Slayer Says at 
Parting. 





A half-smoked cigar, clutched between 
the first and second fingers of the right 


hand of William Bresnehan when he 
was found shot to death in a rooming 


house at 2729 Lawton avenue, is mute 
evidence that he was defenseless when 
he was killed by his best friend, Paul 
Slater. 

The shooting occurred in Slater's 
room, which until recently was shared 
by Bresnehan. The body was found 
three hours later. 

At midnight Friday Slater, hurrying to 
get out of St. Louis, said to Ben Zook 
of 3125 Lawton avenue: 

‘“Bresnehan pullec a revolver on me 
and said, ‘I’ve got you now.’ I tried to 
take the gun away from him and it 
went olf, shooting him in the right 
side.”’ 

Cigar Important Feature. 

The police say the presence of the 
cigar in Bresnehan’s fingers and the 
absence of any sig: . of a struggle con- 
flict with Slater’s statement. When he 
fled Slater left his hat and coat be- 
hind him. No weapon was found in the 
room. 

Bresnehan and Slater were chums, 
When Mrs. Slater was taken fo a hospi- 
tal six weeks ago, Bresnehan, then out 
of employment, went to live with Slater 
at the Lawton street house. Their room 
was a rear one on the second floor. 

Two weeks ago Slater obtained a posi- 
tion as moving van driver for Bresne- 
han. 

‘“‘Now that you have a job I expect 
you to help me pay the room rent,’”’ he 
said. 

‘‘No,”’ replied Bresnehan, “I am your 
guest.’’ This conversation, which oc- 
curred in the presence of the landlady, 
Mrs. Alice Bhomas, was the beginning 
of a coolness between the men. Ten 
days ago Slater ordered Bresnehan to 
find lodgings elsewhere, 

Bresnehan did so, but he frequent- 
ly visited Slater, and apparently they 
were friends. 

Friday night they arrived at the 
house at 7:30 p. m. and went to Slater’s 
room. Mrs. Thomas says that they had 
been drinking, but that they were not 
quarrelsom.s, 


Woman Finds Body. 
They had been in the room half an 


hour, when a shot was heard. Other 
occupants of the house thought it was 
someone celebrating the Fourth, and 
paid no attention to ft, despite the fact 
that Mrs. Rhoda Clampitt insisted that 
she heard something fall on the second 
floor as the shot was fired. 

At 11 p. m. Mrs. Thomas went to the 
room to ask Slater if he wanted to be 
waked as usual on the Fourth. 

The gas was burning in the ‘room, but 
there was no response to her knock. 
She opened the door and found the body 
of Bresnehan. 

Her cries brought other occupants of 
the house and the police were called. 

At 1 a. m. Policemen O'Keefe and 
Martin were approached by Ben Zook. 

“Is that man dead?” he asked. 

Fails to Find Slater. 

He said Slater had sent him to ask 
the question and that he was to meet 
Slater at Ewing and Lawton avenues 
to give him the answer. 

Zook was arrested, and with him the 
officers went to the appointed meeting 
place, but Slater was not there. 

“I was at 9 South Compton avenue 
drinking with some other men when 
Slater came up,” said Zook. ‘‘He drank 
a glass of beer and then called me 
aside. He told me that Bresnehan had 
drawn a revolver on him and that he 
accidentally shot Bresnehan.in trying 
to take it away. 

“He told me he 
light out > Chicago.”

Slater is 35 years old. His nose ig 
flat, one of the bones having been 
removed after ah injury several years 
ago.

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KING AND QUEEN 
OAL IN AIRSHIP 


Rulers of Wurtemburg Accept 
Invitation to Navigate 
High Above Castle. 


KAISER WIRES GREETING 
Steerable Balloon Is Piloted at 


« Will of‘ Inventor With- 
out Mishap. 





FRIEDERICHSHAVEN, July 4.—For 
the first time in history a reigning King 
and Queen made an ascension-in a 
steerable balloon, when King Wilhelm 
of Wurtemburg and Queen Charlotte, 
who are staying in their castle on the 
shores of Lake Constance, yesterday ac- 
cepted Count Zeppelin’s offer to make 
a trip in his airship. 

Hearing that the King and Queen of 
Wurtemburg had arrived at their castle, 
Count Zeppelin decided this afternoon 
to make an ascension in his big flying 
machine. After various maneuvers, he 
directed the machine to the vicinity of 
the castle and circumnavigated the royal 
residence and its surrounding park. 

Upon a signal to Count Zeppelin, who 
was cruising aloft, the airship imme 
diately descended and Count Zeppelin 
offered to take King Wilhelm for a 
trip. The monarch accepted without 
hesitation. 

King on First Trip. 

Quietly and smoothly the airship 
moved off and rose into the air 150 
feet. Its bows were then turned to- 
ward, the castle, which was reached in 
eight minutes. The entire domain was 
circulated several times and the air- 
ship was then brought down where 
the Queqn was waiting. The King 
appeared full of enthusiasm while re- 
lating hig experiences to the Queen, 
who, a few minutes afterward, adopt- 
ed his suggestion to make the trip. 
Her Majesty mounted the platform. of 
the balloon, accompanied by the lady 
of honor, while Court Chamberlain 
Rasster clambered to the platform 
aft. 


@ueen Is Cheered, 

Again the airship rose and with the 
motor boat following it bearing King 
Wilhelm, another flight was made 
over the castle grounds as crowds be- 
low waved handkerchiefs and cheered. 

The return journey to the floating 
dock was effected shortly afterwards, 
and the Queen landed and proceeded 
aboard the royal yacht toward the cas- 
tle, amid the cheering of thousands of 
spectators. 

Later Count Zeppelin carried out steer- 
ing tests in a most satisfactory manner. 
Thousands of congratulatory dispatches 
from all parts of the world have 
reached him. Among them is one from 
Emperor William, which reads: 

‘“Heartiest congratulations. I stand 
by you as ever. WILLIAM.”’

THE GHOST OF CLEVELAND. 

Naturally enough, the Populists masquerading 
in Democratic clothing at Denver are in a panic 
over the report that the convention will be dsked 
to pay a tribute of some sort to the memory of 
Mr. Cleveland. 

It is feared that the resolution may say too 
much; that it may reflect upon the Chicago con- 
vention of 1896 and upon Mr. Bryan, and that 
party harmony may be threatened thereby. 

Yet for 12 vears past, on almost every conceiv- 
able occasion, and wherever two or three were 
gathered together, it has been the practice of 
Mr. Bryan’s friends to ask an expression of opin- 
ion favorable to his ideas and his candidacy. Ban- 
quets have not been held in peace without him; 
few7conventions or caucuses could adjourn with- 
out indorsing him and in some cases religious 
meetings and funeral services have been thought 
to lack in orthodoxy and solemnity if nothing 
was said of him and his cause. 

Perhaps if the Democrats at Denver wil] agree 
to a long preamble reciting the glowing virtues 
of Mr. Bryan they will have no trouble in secur- 
ing the adoption of a very short and noncommit- 
tal resolution on the subject of Grover Cleve- 


land. 
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THE BIRTH OF A NATION. 

Although the Government of the United States 
of America dates from March 4, 1789, it may with 
equal truth be said that the American nation 
dates from July 4, 1776, when the United Colonies 
declared their independence of Great Britain and 
set up a national government of their own. 

Formally and legally the national element in 
the new Government was not very strong, but 
the people were of one blood and purpose from 
New Hampshire in the North to Georgia in the 
South. ‘The local jealousies which disturbed the 
continental congress and paralyzed the congress 
of the confederation were only skin deep and 
never would have gone deeper had it not been 
for the influence of slavery which divided the 
country and in 1861 brought on civil war. But 
slavery could not permanently divide a people 
essentially one. 

However lawyers wrangled in 1787 ‘and wran- 
gle now, about the respective powers of State and 
Federal government the fact stands out that the 
American people are one people and purpose to 
continue in the unity they have found so happy 
and profitable. lee 

On July 4, 1776, “our fathers brought forth upon 
this continent a new nation, conceived in liberty 
and dedicated to the proposition that all men are 
created equal.” 

This is the American idea--liberty and equal- 
iy. Some of us smile at it in these practical 
days, as one of a string of glittering generalities, 
and it is admitted the idea is not yet realized. But 
in spite of special privileges and oppressive mo- 
nopolies liberty lives and flourishes; in spite of 
the plaintive whines so often heard of “the 
classes and the masses,” “the rich and the poor,” 
equality is a very assertive doctrine which is 
more than a doctrine. 

Nations are not made, they grow. The nation 
planted 132 years ago is growing, and, as was to 
be expected, suffers growing pais which alarm 
the unthinking. But on the whole we have done 
quite well and with the help of true patriotism 
and good sense we shall continue to grow and- 
suffer and do quite well. 

MURAT HALSTED. 

Murat Halsted, dead at Cincinnati, had, until 

this year, attended and reported every important 


national convention for 50 years. For many 








at one time conspicuous as a President maker, 
he never ceased to be a reporter and a corre- 
spondent. 

During the war and for twenty or thirty years 
thereafter the names of Halsted, Piatt, McCul- 
lagh, Howard, Townsend, Poore and others rep- 
resenting the newspaper press were almost as fa- 
miliar to the public as those of the statesmen 
and politicians with whom they associated and 
whose confidence they enjoyed. 

These correspondents were advocates as well 
as reporters. Originally in the service of organs, 
they in some cases outgrew the shackles and be- 
came free lances, speaking chiefly for themselves 
and exerting whatever influence attached to their 
own character, professional and political. 

Mr. Halsted was practically the last of the co- 
terle. He lived to see the work which he had 
done for so long a time transferred to newspaper 
organizations embracing many men, each as- 
signed with precision to his own field and all 
striving not so much for personal influence and 
renown as for the triumph as a news-gatherer of 
the journal to which they are attached.

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HEN we take 4 day's regular 
W hunt we usually wa ander afar, 
either to the hills after black- 
tall or to the open prairie after ante- 
lope, But if we are short of meat, and 
yet have no time for a regular hunt, 
being, perhaps, able to spare only 3a 
couple of hours after the day’s work is 
over, then ali hands turn out to drive 
a bottom for whitetail. 
We usually have one 
hounds at the ranch; 
deerhounds. black and tan, with lop 
ears and hanging lips, their wrinkled 
faces stamped with an expression of al- 
most ludicrous melancholy. They are 
not fast, and have none of the alert 
look of the pied and spotted nfodern fox- 
hound, but their noses arg very keen, 
their voices deep and mellow, and they 
are wonderfully stanch on a trail. 

All is bustle and laughter as we start 
on such a hunt. The baying hounds 
bound about as the rifles are taken 
down; the wiry ponies are roped out of 
the corral and ‘each broad-hatted hunter 
swings joyfully into the saddle. If the 
pony vucks or “gets mean’ the rider 
finds that his rifle adds a new element 
of interest to the performance, which 


is, of course, hailed “with loud delight 
by all the men on quiet horses. 
Then we splash all over the river, 


scramble across the faces of the bluffs, 
or canter along the winding cattle paths 
through the woods, until we come to 
the bottom we intend to hunt. Here a 
hunter is stationed at each runway 
along which it is deemed like that the 
deer will pass; and one man, who has 
remained on horseback, starts into the 
cover with the hounds; occasionally 
this horseman himself, skilled, as most 
cowboys are In the use of the revolver, 
gets a chance to kill a deer. The deep 
baying of the hounds speedily gives 
warning that the game fs afoot, and the 
watching hunters, who have already 
hia their horses carefully, look to their 
rifles. 


Playing the Hounds. ; 

' Sometimes the deer comes far ahead 
of the dogs, running very swiftly with 
neck stretched straight out, and if the 
cover is thick such an animal is hard 
to hit. At other times, especially if the 
quarry is a young buck, it plays along 
not very far ahead of its baving pur- 
suers, bounding and strutting with head

up and white flag flaunting. If struck 
hard, down goes the flag at once, and 
the deer plunges into a staggering run, 
while the hounds yell with eager fero- 
city as they follow the bloody trail. 

Usually we do not have to drive more 
than one or two bottoms before getting 
a deer, which is forthwith packed be- 
hind one of the riders, as the distance 
is not great, and home we come in tri- 
umph., Sometimes, however, we fail to 
find game, or the deer take unguarded 
passes, or the-shot is missed. 

Occasionally I have killed deer On 
these hunts; generally I have merely sat 
still a long while, Nstened to the hounds 
anc at last heard somebody else shoot. 
In fact, such hunting, though good 
enough fun if only tried rarely, would 
speedily pall if followed at all regularly. 

Personally the chief excitement I have 
had in connection therewith has arisen 
from some antic of my horse; a half- 
broken broncho is apt to become un- 
nerved when a man with a gun tries to 
climb on him in a hurry. 

On one hunt. in 1830 I rode a wild ani- 
mal named Whitefoot. He had been a 
confirmed and very bad bucker three 
years before, when I had him in my 
string on the round-up; but had grown 
quieter with years. Nevertheless, I 
found he had some fire left; for a hasty 
vault into the saddle on my part was 
followed on his by some very resolute 
pitching. 


Kill Is Uncertain. 


I lost my rifle and hat, and my re- 
volver and knife were bucked out of 
my*belt; but I kept my seat all right, 
and finally got his head up and mas- 
tered him without letting him throw 
himself over backwards. a_ trick he 
sometimes practiced. Nevertheless, in 
the first jump when I was taken un- 
awares, I strained myself across the 
loins and did not get entirely over it 
for six months. j 

To shoot running game with the rifle 
it is always necessary to be a good 
and quick marksman;yfor it is never 
easy to kill an animal,:when in rapid 
motion, with a single bullet. If on a 
runway a mah who is a fairly skillful 
rifleman has plenty of time for a clear 
shot, on open ground, at comparatively 
short distance, say under 80 yards, and 
if the deer is cantering, he ought to 
hit; at least I generally do under such 


circumstances, by remembering to hold 
well forward, in fact, just in front of 
the deer’s chest. 

But I do not always kill by any 
means; quite often when I thought I 
held far enough ahead, my bullet has 
gone into the buck’s hips or “loins. 
However, one great feature in the use 
of dogs is that they énable one almost 
always to recover wounded game. 

If the animal is running at full speed 
a long distance off the difficulty of hit- 
ting is, of course,-very much increased, 
and if the country is open the value of 
a repeating rifle is then felt. If the 
game is bounding over logs or dodging 
through underbrush the difficulty is 
again increased. Moreover, the natura! 
gait of the different kinds of game must 
be taken into account. 

Of course the larger kind, such as elk 
and moose are the easiést to hit; then 
comes the antelope, in spite of its 
swiftness, and the sheep, because. of 
the evenness of their running; then the 
whitetail, with its j,olling gallop: and 
last, and hardest of all, the blacktail, 
because of its extraordinary _ stiff- 
legged bounds. 


When Game Is Too Near. 


Sometimes on a runaway the diffi- 
culty is not that the game is too far, 
but that it is too close; for a deer may 
actually Jump on the hunter, surprising 
him out of all accracy of aim. Once 
something of the sort-happened to me. 

Winter was just beginning. I had 
been off with the ranch wagon on a 
last round-up of the beef steers, and 
had suffered a good deal, as one al- 
ways does on these cold-weather round- 
ups, sleeping out in the snow wrapped 
up in blankets and tarpaulin, with no 
tent and generally no fire. 

Moreover, I became so weary of the 
interminable length of the nights that I 
almost ceased’ to mind the freezing 
misery of standing night guard round 
tne restless cattle; while roping, sad- 
dling and mastering -the rough horses 
each morning with numbed and sstif- 
fened hands, though warming to the 
blood was harrowing to the temper. 

Un my return to.the ranch I found a 
strange hunter staying there; a clean, 
square-built, honest-looking little fel- 
low, but evidently not a native Amer- 
ican.

Everything he saw was tlie 
symbol of some fact of life and his teachings contain the inspiration, of which 
were born these wonderful glimpses into the life which is beyond, but which 
yet is not far from every one of us. It is distinctly a modern view. Science 
has recognized and defined mysticism as a fact of life, and the mystic vision 
as the product of psychological conditions. Dr. Campbell's is’ not a sctentific 
work, but it is not inconsistent with the conclusions of science.

AMERICAN BOAT 
BEATS CANADIAN 


Victory of the Spirit Makes Third 
Heat Necessary to Decide In- 
ternational Event. 





VANCOUVER. B. C., July 4—Ted 
Geary, in the Spirit, outgeneraled the 
Canadian skipper, E. B. Deane, In yeea- 
terday’s international yacht race and, 
after blanketing the Alegandria, 
crossed the finish line one minute and 
forty-five seconds ahead. 

The marvelous manner in which the 
Spirit atts in stays helped te win the 


race. Within a couple of hundred yards 
of the finish the yachts were neck and 
neck, with Geary to windward, but so 
close that the boats almost teuched.

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Colorado’s Gentler Sex Dele- 
gate Knows Why She’s a 
Democrat.

DENVER, Colo.-, July 4.—Colorado and 
Utah have each elected a woman dele- 
gate-at-large to the orfatic Na- 
Mrs. Mary Cc. C. 
_ mare ord of Denver and Mrs. H. J. 
Hayward of Salt Lake. As alternates, 
Sarah Ventress of Salt Lake and Mrs. 
K. M. Cook of Brighton, Colo., havé 
be the 
first to be cast by women in any na- 
tional convention of Democrats. 

Mrs, Hayward has not reached the 
city, but Mrs. Bradford, who lives 
here, is taking an active interest in the 
convention. She is a widow and a 
grandmother, educated, experienced on 
the lecture platform and is a writer on 
Jabor protiiems. She has the distinction 
of being the first woman in the State 
to be nominated for a State office— 
Superintendent of Schools. 

After making the only active cam- 
Puign+made by any of the Democratic 
nominees that year, the struggle for su- 
premacy being principally between the 
Populists and Republicans, she was de- 
feated, but received double the number 
of votes cast for the candidate for Gov- 
ernor on her ticket. 

Her next political honor was to be 
the first woman chosen on the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee, which 
has now just as many women mem- 
bers as men. Mrs. Bradford was then 
elected County Superintendent. of 
Schools, president of the State Feder- 
ation of Women’s Clubs, member from 
the State of the National American 
Women's Suffrage and has been prom- 
inently identified with the political af- 
fairs for the 15 years that women have 
had th». ballot in this State. 

Time te Correct Man’s Errors, 

“f don’t think woman suffrage has 
fulfilled all the hopes of those who be- 
lieved that in 15 years woman could 
correct all the mistakes the men ‘have 
made in the past 125 years,’”’ was Mrs. 
Bradford's quick response for her esti- 
Tiuate of the success of the experiment. 
“lt hase not revolutionized things, but I 
do think it has set a force in motion 
which ts gradually working for the up- 
lift of the State.” 

‘! shall vote for Bryan’s nomination 
and for a New York man for the Vice- 
Presidency—preferably Chanler. I think 
that would be good politics. I am in fa- 
vor of an injunction plank which will 
meet the desires of organized labor. You 
see, ] write editorials for a local paper 
and have very decided views on such 
eublects. 

“Why am I a Democrat? 

“First, by lineage. I was a Democrat 
in New Yérk. My husband, who was a 
Republican, used to laugh at me and tell 
me I did not know why I was a Demo- 
crat. I asked myself the same question, 
and as I could not answer it, I put all 
other reading aside for more than a year 
and studied political platforms. I read 
the Declaration of Independence—a Dem- 
ocratic document, you know. I read the 
writings of Jefferson and of Hamilton, 
and the Constitution, and I came out of 
that year’s study a Democrat by con- 
Viction, 


Wemen Are Tariff Reformers. 

“And my husband, well, as he voted 
for nine Democrats on one ticket, I did 
not care if the first name he marked 
was a Republican. I voted for some Re- 
publicans also. I believe women are 
Democrats by intuition. Of course, the 
‘Hy of women do not make a study 


The husband brings his earnings to the 
home, the wife's duty is to make the 
wisest use of the Income.

Before, He Could See Wheel 
Go ‘Round When Current

The Union Electric Light & Power 


Co. has a new trick. It masks the 
meter. 

Inthe front of the meter there is a 
little’ glass window, through which the 
customer can see the metal disk within 


revolve when current is being used—and 


éometimes when it isn’t. 


Since the Post-Dispatch published 
complaints about meters which register 
when no lights are burning, the light 
monopoly has begun making these win- 


dows opaque, so the consumer can’t 
see whether the disk is revolving. 

The little windows get a coat of black 
paint on the inside without the knowl- 
edge of the consumer. He learns of 
the trick only after the Union Electric 
inspectors have examined his meter and 
gone away. 

Consumers who desire to see a meter 
with a darkened window will find one 
in the drug store of A. F. Aszmann, 
1961 Arsenal street. 

Here’s Your Recourse. 

The window in the meter at C. Breit- 
schaft’s furniture store, 1540 South 
Broadway, was also blackened without 
the congumer’s knowledge. When Mr. 
Brettschaft discovered what had been 
done he took the face of the meter off 
and removed the paint. 

Aszmann’s meter is still wearing the 
black mask. 

Several consumers of electricity have 
complained to the Post-Dispatch that 
their meters registered electricity when 
they were using no electricity. 

Some of them have even taken the 
trouble to read the meters, turn the 
current off, sit up all night to see that 
no lights were turned on, only to find 
the next morning that several kilowatt 
hours had been registered. 

Some of the meters now in use have 
no windows. The entire mechanism is 
screened from view by a metallic cap. 

The meters in use in Aszmann’s drug 
stere and Breitschaft’s store are of the 
Thompson high-toque induction’ type. 
The meter in the drug store is No. 1,423,- 
9% 

Masks Inside Workings. 
Putting the black mask on the me- 
ter’s face also makes it impossible. for 
a test of the meter to be made except 
by Union Electric’s inspectors or an in- 
spection bureau on good terms witn 
the company. 

An expert, with the window open, can 
test the meters without interfering with 
them in any way. With the window 
closed the expert must either break the 
seals or make the test in conujnction 
with Union Electric. 

When the windows are open any elec- 
trical inspector can attach his instru- 
ments to the wires, count the revolu- 
tions of the disc, and easily determine 
whether the meter was accurate, slow 
or fast. 

Union Electric insists always that the 
consumer pay his bills according to the 
meter reading--except, occasionally, 
where it finds a meter stopped or run- 
ning slow, and then an estimated bill 
is sent In. 

But the company has now undertaken 
to shut out the light from the meter 
so that the consumer can have no way 
of determining whether it is registering 
when no current is being used, and also 
to make it impossible for him to have 
it independently tésted. 


If Honest. Why Hide Itt 
“Some Union Electric men came into 


my store and examined the meter,”’ 
Breitschaft told a Post-Dispatch. re- 
porter. “I paid no attention to the me- 
ter for several days until an electrician, 
who is a friend of mine, came in and 
looked at it. 

“He noticed that the window had 
been painted black and called my atten- 
tion to it. Before the visit of Union 
Electric’s men I could see the wheels 
go around. 

“It looked funny to me. If the meter 
was honest, I could see no reason why 
the company should want to darken the 
window. 

“I don't want any dark-window me- 
ters in my place, so I removed the cap 
and rubbed off the paint. 

“Il can see the wheels turn now. I 
saw some other wheels turn, too, when 
I went to Union Electric's office recent- 
ly to sign a new contract. 

“The company wrote me a letter say- 
ing that it desired to cancel my con- 
tract. I had been reading the com- 
pany’s new book telling how the rates 
had been reduced. 

“*Well,’ I said to myself, ‘thatis fine. 
The company’s going to give me a lower 
rate.’ I was feeling good when I went 
into the office. 

“My old minimum was $6.50 a month, 
The Union Electric’s contract agent told 
me that my new minimum was going to 
be $14.50 a month. Then I knew why it 
wanted to cancel my contract. 


‘ The Milk in the Cocoernut. 
‘In the summer months I do nou use 


more than $6 or $7 worth of electricity. 
Now I will have to pay $14.50 a month, 
whether I use the light or not. 

Aszmann said that Union Electric in- 
spectors examined his meter a month 
or 60 ago, and that after they had gone 
he discovered the window of the ma- 
chine had been painted black. 

“IT was not told why this was done,’ 
said Mr. Aszgmann. “It seems to me 
that if the company wanted to give the 
consumer a square deal it Would be 
willing to leave the window of the 
j meter opea.”

Only Fault—Missed Target. 

“If the Congressman had killed the 
‘nigger,’ ’’ supplemented Attorney John 
W. Tomlinson of Birmingham, “he 
would have had no opposition in Ala- 
bama. The only fauit we have with 
him was that his aim was so poor.” 
‘Tomlinson himself has a wee vice- 
presidential boom. 

“IT belleve Bryan has the best chance 
any Democratic candidate has had since 
Cleveland,’” continued Congressman 
Heflin. ‘‘There is a widespread unrest 
among the masses. The recent financial 
flurry has troubled the common people. 
New iork State went Democratic in 
the last election, save for the election 
of Governor Hughes, and Cleveland, to 
Which President Roosevelt dispatched 
Congressman Burton as a candidate, 
elected Tom Johnson as Mayor. Bryan 
Will win.”’ 

Bryan's Chances Poor. 

Other members of the delegations who 
Were willing to be quoted were not so 
optimistic. Gov. Broward of Florida; 
who is backed by his State for the nom- 
iriation as Vice-President, says he is for 
Bryan, but not because he believes Bry- 
_an will win the election. 

“I believe Bryan can poll more: votes 
than any other Democrat,” he said, 
“but I cannot say I believe he will be 
elected. Johnston of Minnesota is a good 
honest man, but he is too conservative. 
-I would as soon vote for Taft as for 
Johnson, or for Judge Gray of Delaware. 

“Bryan, while a radical, is the most 
truly conservative of public men, for he 
believes in conserving the publig,. re- 
sources for the people. 

“I want a strong, ringing platform, not 
an assortment of platitudes like the Re- 
publican platform. It must resound with 
an appeal! to the American people. 

Wants Radical Platform. 

“Let the platform call on the Ameri- 
Gan people to be no longer serfs, slaves 
@nd peasants, hopping around on the soil 
@wned by Rockefeller and other pluto- 
@rats, as if they were goats trespassing
